The basic tax on incomes has been boosted from 25% 
to 274% or about $1.37 on every $5.00 of reported income. A 
married man with an income of $10,000 will pay the treasury $1,878 
The tax on tea has been increased from 8 to 12 cents per pound, 

“that on gasolene from 16 to 18 cents-a gallon, and so on down the 
scale, John Bull, in spite of all this, will require to. borrow 
probably a billion dollars over and above income to meet the esti- 
mated. expenditures of five billion dollars during the year. 

For what purpose? Fear of war and to defend the 
shores of Britain, her possessions and dependencies and her com- 
merce in the seven seas, is the answer. What is Canada doing? 
The answer is NOTHING. Oh, we are not forgetting the few 
batteries of ancient guns that Mr. Mackenzie had placed near Vic- 
toria and Vancouver or the four second hand discarded ships cf 
war that patrol the Pacific from the International boundary to Alaska 
We still say the answer is NOTHING. ie 

: And yet we boast of pea. part and parcel, and we like 
to think of ourselves as being a very important part of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. Are we? Or are we just a bunch of 
cheap skates and chisellers depending first on the force of Britain’s 
might maintained by the British Taxpayer, and, if that fails us, on 
the Stars and Stripes. Sometimes we wonder why the British 
Taxpayer stands for it at all, and does not tell us to go hang our- 


selves on our own defences. 
N OT THE LEAST of the many great achievements of ihe British 
Government in recent months, admittedly troublous, is the 
_ Signing of the agreement with the Irish Free State, after negotiations 
with Mr. De Valera and Mr. Chamberlain. To effect an agreement 
with Southern Ireland after years of warfare (economical) on the 
land annuities dispute, or, for that matter on any point on which 
an Irishman wants to fight, is a worthwhile achievement in itself. 
To the detriment,of both Great Britain and Ireland, 
after the latter refused to pay $20,000,000 a year on account of land 
annuities, Great.

WHAT CONSTITUTES ECONOMIC INSECURITY 
pee RECENT enactment of the Alberta Legislature impos- . 
ing a‘ tax of seven per cent on all farm production has 
raised the valid objection that this is a higher tax than can be 
borne by the farmer. It is the same objection that has been 
-so strongly voiced in recent years that interest rates were too . 
high.. With such objections it may be timely to attempt to 
discover just how such a high rate may be without becoming 
too high. 
An economic survey: made some years ago to determine 
the rate q permanent wealth increase, inother words, the sur- 
us production in all lines, showed that-the wealth of the 
nited States over a period of 60 years has increased at a 
normal rate of four percent per year. A peculiar fact dis- 
closed was that this rate of increase has been very steady from 
year to year, with less variation downward howl 3 business 
depressions and less sharp increase in good times than might 
be expected, Stock markets may move up or down as they 
will, but the real wealth of the country remains very steady. 
From such a survey it is definitely shown that so long 
as capital is borrowed for the expansion of business, the bor- 
rower is on safe ground if he can secure money at less than 
four per cent but when he goes above four per cent in obligat- 
ing himself, he is attempting the impossible from sound eco- 
nomics. If the lender gets even four per cent, he is thereby 
taking all the normal increase of wealth and leaving no surplus 
for the producer. 
he same survey showed that in some lines of intensive 
agriculture it is sometimes possible to secure an abnormally 
large increase of permanent wealth, Such instances are con- 
fined within narrow limits where markets are good, prices 
high, and the producer takes a certain risk. Instances have 
been cited of increases as high as 40 per cent. But the law. 
of averages still holds good in agriculture generally, and where 
there may be a very few of these “high spots” there are many 
more “low spots’ and the general average remains constant 
This being the case it is plainly evident that the agricultural 
producer cannot by any stretch of the imagination pay a tax 
of seven per cent of his production and continue in business. 
And particularly in grain farming where the average increase 
is below the general level, such a tax must spell economic 
ruin, — It is posinly evident that no member of the Alberta 
legislature who helped impose such a tax has ever made an 
even superficial study of economics. Had they done so, the 
imposition of a seven per cent tax would have remained un- 
thinkable. — Peace River Record.

That is their major 


source of income, their 


ere business. They are always on the lookout 


‘or good risks. 


They have to avoid poor ones. 


Let us give an instance. Suppose, say, a man 


seeking a 


ank loan, is known to the banker as 


having no business capacity to carry out the pur- 
poses for which he wants the money. He is not 
credit-worthy—he has accumulated nothing, has 


_ no stake. 


The banker, anxious though he is to make loans, 
knows there is not the remotest chance that this man 
would succeed in his purpose and tells the would-be 
borrower that the bank cannot take thé risk. 


But this man has a friend—a 
man who has accumulated some- 
thing and has a stake. Hearing 
of his neighbour’s difficulty, he 
goes to the bank and urges that 
the loan be made. 


“Whose money would you 
have me lend him?” asks the 
manager. “You have a deposit 
here. Would you lend your own 
money ?” 

“Not on your life,” retorts 
Mr. Blank. “Lend him the 


bank’s money.” 


The bank manager, as custo- 
dian of this very man’s own 
money, then takes pains to 
point out that what the sub- 
stantial citizen is really expect- 
ing, is that the ban 
make a loan which the citizen’s 
own common sense and caution 
‘would compel him to refuse. 


Before such a man leaves the 
bank he usually agrees that he 
had expected the hank to lend 
where ie himself would be un- 
willing. Banks have no magic 
source of credit. 


Here is the core of the whole 
business of a bank’s extending 
credit. Because of the bank’s 
responsibility to its depositors 
it can make loans only where 
repayment is reasonably cer- 
tain, 


‘To obtain a loan from a bank 
a borrower must have credit of 
hia own, Seldom, if ever, is his 
credit spendable, You cannot 
spend cattle, goods in process of 
manufacture, uncaught fish, un- 
cut timber, or wheat in the 
granary, 

The bank has credit too. 
Millions of small depositors 
have, in effect, lent it their 
money. A peroentaae of this 
money, based on bank experi- 
ence of withdrawals, is: kept in 
cash, some more in items of a 
cash nature, more still in assets 
quickly convertible into cash, 
and more in safe investments 
such as marketable government 
and other bonds, Based upon 
this, the bank can extend credit, 


Because people have confi-, 
dence in bank credit, and be- 


should ' 


chartered bank is redeemable in 
cash, on demand, or on a fixed 
date, this form of credit is 
spendable. 


In the case of the borrower, 
credit is the personal possession 
or attribute of the individual— 
you yourself, if you are the bor- 
rower — in character, goods, 
possessions, integrity, ability 
and willingness to repay. 


Your credit is not social, in 
the sense of belonging to the 
community. When you have 
credit, it is your own just as 
your money in a savings acy 
count is your own. The 
at large have no conceivable 
claim upon it. ; 


Who monetizes credit? 


The answer for all practical 
purposes is this: The man who 
owns and therefore controls his 
credit takes the initiative. The 
bank does not go to‘him, He 
goes to the bank and asks it to 
enable him to obtain credit in 
spendable form in exchange for 
his own unspendable credit. 
The bank does so; and charges 
him a rental in the form. of 
interest, until he repays. 


What happens when he se- 
cures this credit in spendable 
form? 


He spends it. 


He pays the wages of labour, 
the cost of raw materials and of 
manufacture; the cost of seed, 
of feed for hogs and cattle, or 
the expenses of cultivating and 
harvesting; of buying bait or 
catching fish; of cutting trees or 
transporting goods, 


The whole banking process is 
made possible by the concentra- 
tion and cautious handling of 
other people’s money, 


Banks simply dare not risk 

ir own solvency and so jeo- 
pardize the safety of their de- 
positors’ funds, by making loans 
to people who have neither char- 
acter nor credit—nor by mak- 
ing loans even to those who 
have both, without taking every 
reasonable precaution to ensure
